inches. The knife was simple, strong in 
build and had an admirable temper. 
Bowie uHud it in 19 sanguinary contests, 
and then, happening in Philadelphia, 
he met with a cutler who fashioned it 
over for him. Bowie afterward settled 
on the Mississippi, and entertained the 
celebrated 
aotor Edwin 
Forrest, to 
whom he gave the original knife.

A Disputed Discovery. 


The man does not live, perhaps, who 
has f i e least idea of the name of the 
discoverer of the properties and ingredi­ 
ents of gunpowder, or who can tell 
within 500 or 1,000 years the date of 
its discovery. I have recently rend both 
sides of the gunpowder controversy as 
it has appeared in a New York daily 
(where one writer argues that the dis- 
ooverer was Roger Bacon, 
while tbe 
other declares that history supports the 
assertion that Michael Schwartz, a Ger­ 
man monk, deserves the praise). I t ap­ 
pears to me that the controversy in ref­ 
erence to Baoon versus Schwartz is of 
secondary importance, especially 
when 
it is known that it was in use huudreds 
of years before the birth of either.

ment: 


Julius Afrioanns (215 A. D.) gives a 
splendid formula for the preparation of 
gunpowder. 


In the year 680, when the Arabs bom­ 
barded Mooca, they used 
firoarms. 


A Greek manuscript by Marcus Grac­ 
chus, which is now in the Oxford (Eng­ 
land) museum, gives an exoellent recipe 
for gunpowder. 


In 880 Leo, the philosopher, 
made 
"fire rockets" for the use of the army in 
the east 


In 1078 King Solomon of Hungary 
bombarded Bolgrade with oanuons. 


In 1282 the Tartars employed "fire 
pipes and balls" in their war with Chi­ 
na. 


All the above occurred from one to 
ten centuries before either Baoon or 
Schwartz was born.—St. Louis Repub­ 
lic. 


An Important Item I n Murder Cases. 
Whether the blood stains fonnd on 
the hands and garments of suspected 
murderers are those of the victim or of 
some animal has for many years been a 
most diffionlt question to decide. The 
presence of the sanguinary fluid 
forms 
a very strong bit of circumstantial evi­ 
dence, but no expert has until recently 
been able to swear positively that the 
stains were made by the blood of a hu­ 
man being. Dr. Cyrus Edson has often 
been called as an expert in murder cases, 
but with a deep sense of the importance 
of his decision has many times refused 
to testify that it was blood of a human 
being which he was required to oxam- 
ina Recently, however, he has made an 
important discovery, and one which 
definitely fixes the action of experts in 
the future. 
By magnifying blood cor­ 
puscles and throwing them upon a 
screen with a magio lantern the form, 
oonsistenoy and other peouliaiities of 
blood are dearly established, and it is 
shown that blood drawn from the veins 
of a human being is entirely unlike that 
of any other creature. The importance of 
this discovery may be realized when it is 
known that within one single year at 
least 15 cases have occurred in whioh 
the identification of human blood was 
neoessary in order to establish the guilt 
of the suspeoted 
party.—New 
York 
Ledger.

3 8 4 6 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay, 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 4 2 9 to 4 3 4 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
li.ible to a tine of $ 5 0 0 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt.

Sir Christopher Wren was a prodigy 
In youth, as in maturity. Oughtred, the 
first mathematician of his day, declares 
in the preface to his great book that an 
"ingenious boy, gentleman commoner 
at W a d h a m , " had enlarged the sciences 
of astronomy, gnomonios, statics and 
mechanics by most 
brilliant 
discov­ 
eries, "praeclaris inventia." 
ThiB was 
Wren at the-age of 16. A year before 
that he had taken out a patent for an in­ 
strument to write with two pens at the 
name time. In the same year he was ap­ 
pointed demonstrating assistant on anat­ 
omy St Surgeons' ball.

Is the human raoe becoming longer 
lived despite the fret and fever of mod­ 
ern civilization? I t is an interesting 
question, and it may very probably be 
answered some day by science in the 
affirmative. 
The longevity of profes­ 
sional men is now generally considered 
to be greater than that of farmers or 
meohanios. 
In other words, intellec­ 
tual activity, although in many respects 
more exhausting than physioal, has in 
the main a Balutary effect upon the hu­ 
man frame 
1. It may be the nerves rather 
than the muscles upon which w e main­ 
ly depend, after all. It is a common­ 
place of observation that the big, hearty 
men are constantly dropping out of the 
world, while those of far more fragile 
organizations apparently live on to a 
ripe old age. 


As to the increasing longevity of the 
race generally, there is no little inci­ 
dental testimony on this head to be 
gathered from various souroes. Some of 
tbe early heroes and heroines of ro­ 
mance are old before they reach what 
we should call middle life. And at the 
beginning of our own century Jane 
Austen, whose testimony is always unim­ 
peachable, speaks of tbe healthy and 
contented woman of 40 as having a good 
prospect of 20 years of life yet.
